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PREFACE. 






These words of Christian prayer lay claim 
to oo merit beyond simplicity an^ sincerity; 
but it may be that to some hearts they may 
coine more home^ on that very account. In 
this hope they are made public : their author 
oasts them in as his secret mite, into the trea- 
sury of the Church of Go2> ; if tbey add but 
one living stone to the temple, he is more than 
repaidt 

The Family Devotions are prefaced by 
selecticms from the Psalms tot each evenipg of 
the iredr, and an order of scriptmre reading for 
the monocig, arranged for the whole year. 
Tins is done not to dictate (o the instructed, 
but to guide the ignorant; to &cilitate, in 
short, the important duty oi family scr^ture 
readily, by relieving those not sufficiently

familiar with the Bible from the task of selec- 
tion ; a difficulty greater in practice than will 
be readily conceived by those who have not 
, .themselves experienced it. 

The^ Prayers which follow for Special 
occasions, are to be read or not, at discretion, 
aci^ording to time and circumstance. They 
are intentionally few in number, being* design- 
ed rather to suggest and encourage the form- 
ation of sodal petitions, than to provide what 
it is evident no forms can do, for the ever 
varying circumstances of a famUy. It is with 
this view, that in binding up the work, a few 
blank leaves of writing paper are directed to 
be inserted in this and the following part. 

The Devotions for the Closet are from a 
more private diary, and are added to the vol- 
ume, not without many misgivings. They are 
the record of individual feelings, and as such 
bear date ; that mark of genuineness having 
been retained from the persuasion, that what- 
ever sympathy is thereby awakened, fits them 
better to bestow spiritual comfort. They are 
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given, therefore^ for such as may chance to find 
them appropriate; nor is it probable that 
nmnber will be small. In private prayer, the 
common wants of humanity bring* us all to a 
conmion language. Penitence and thankful- 
W6S in some form or other, must be the .bur- 
then of every human petition ; and expressed 
in sincerity and simplicity, will find an answer- 
ing response in every bosom. The heart, while 
it thinks of its own grief, finds utterance in an- 
other's equal sorrow, and thus drinks in, as it 
were, grace and strength from a conmion 
fountain. 

In this hope and persuasion they are put 
forth, accon4>anied with the earnest prayer of 
him who peimed them, that they may prove to 
others vahMy through God's grace, they have 
been to him, an abiding source of spiritual 
,Mace and comfort.
